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The structures presented in the amendment of 6/5/03 are of such poor letter 
quality that the publications branch would be unable to accurately reproduce them. A 
replacement set of claims will be necessary with the next response. 

Applicant's election with traverse of formula XX in Paper No. 6 is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that there is no burden to examine all the claims and 
all the species of epoxide compounds in the application. This is not found persuasive 
because each of the epoxides are distinct compounds. Applicant has not admitted any 
of the compounds are obvious from one another. Applicant's claims encompass 
hundreds of different compounds. Note the various possibilities for X and Y and Z. 
The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Applicant's remarks indicate claims 23-28 read on the elected species XX. The 
remaining claims are considered non elected. 

If applicant desires priority under 35 U.S.C. 120 based upon a previously filed 
application, specific reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the 
instant application. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the 
reference must include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation- 
in-part) of the applications.

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 23-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant's remarks regarding Marcus raise questions regarding the language 
defining "X". Applicant has argued deleting structure (XIV) from claim 8 distinguishes 
over Marcus. However, claim 8 (and claim 23) permit "X" to be a trimer or tetramer of 
optionally substituted cyslopentadiene bearing at lest one functional group. Isn't 
structure (XIV) a functionalized trimer of cyclopentadiene? Does applicant intend claim 
8 (and 23) to be limited to the pictured structures? If so, why is the "trimer or tetramer of 
optionally substituted cyclopentadiene bearing at least on functional group" language 
present? 

Claims 23 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over the Marcus '966 Patent. 

Marcus claims (#1 ) diepoxides having applicant's formula (XIV) at one end and 
an epoxy at the other. When n=1 , no bridging group is present. Note that the rings can 
be alkyl substituted (col. 2 line 3). 
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Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over the McConnell 724 Patent. 

McConnell exemplifies (#5) a diepoxide having applicant's formula XX at one end 
and an epoxy propoxymethyl group at the other. This qualifies as applicant's Z. No 
bridging group is present. 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/4/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues Marcus and McConnell lack the siloxane or aromatic bridging 

group. 

This is not convincing as the bridging group is optional according to applicant's 
claim language. 

This application contains claims 4, 8-13 and 29=34 drawn to an invention 
nonelected with traverse in Paper No. 6. A complete reply to the final rejection must 
include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) 
See MPEP§ 821.01. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
